It was with- 
out doubt one of the largest audiences that 
has ever gathered to listen to a sermon. 
‘ Just before 3 o’clock Mr. Moody announc- 
ed that a song service would be held and 
requested every one present to join in the 
singing of the songs. :

They would 
be very good if you could get the drunk- 
ard there, or get the gambler there, or 
get other vicious people there—that would 
ao a great deal of good. but ‘we do not 
need to be converted.’ ‘Except a man be 
born again he cannot see the kjngdom of 
God.’

In John ili, 14-16 we read: As Moses lifted 
up the serpent in the wilderness even #0 
must the Son of Man be lifted up; that 
whosoever beliveth in Him should not per- 
ish, but have eternal life.” Whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not wait for God to 
do anything more. 

In this chapter we are told how men are 


lifted up on the cross. Some men com- 
plain and say that it is very unreasonable 
that they should be held responsible for the 
sin of a man six thousand years ago. If 
a man thinks he is going to answer God in 
that way, I tell you it will not do him any 
good. If you are lost it will not be on ac- 
count of Adam’s sin. 

Let me illustrate this, and perhaps you 
will be better able to understand it. Sup- 
pose I am dying of consumption which I 
inherited from my father or mother. 1 did 
not get the disease by any fault of my 
own—by any neglect of my health. I in- 
herited it, let us suppose. A friend hap- 
pens to come along; he looks at me and 
says: “Ten years ago I was as far gone. 
I was given up by the physicians to die, 
but I took this medicine and it cured me, 
‘I am perfectly well; look at me.”’ I say 
that it is a very strange case. “Yes, it may 
be strange, but it is a fact. This medi- 
cine cured me. Take this medicine and it 
will cure you.”’ 

“Well,” I say, “I should like to believe 
you, but this is contrary to my reason.” 

Hearing this, my friend goes away and 
returns with another friend and that one 
testifies to the same thing; I am still dis- 
believing, so he goes away and brings in 
another friend and another and they all 
testify to the same thing, My friend then 
hands me the medicine. I dash it to the

_the birth of our Savior to the shepherd, 
the angelic choir sang, ‘Glory to God in 
the highest.’ The songs we are going to 
Bing are familiar. You all know them.” 
“The choir, composed of more than 500 
Pingers, sang “Even Me.” The sweet 
Btrains were caught up by the thousands 
and the building almost shook as the 
words were pronounced. The next song 
was “I Am Thine, Oh, Lord.” Then the 
thoir sang ‘“‘Nearer, My God, to Thee.”

“This is Surfiay afternoon,” said Mr. 
Moody, “and we have many here this af- 
ternoon that we will not have tomorrow. 
More seats are going to be placed in the 
tabernacle, and everyone who comes will be 
“accommodated. Don’t stay away, but come 
and help me and halp the people who are 
Beeking salvation. 

“You are here in body, but I would not 
* doubt but that many of my congregation 
are now in India and Africa. Thought’ 
travels so quickly, that for one moment 
you may be thinking of what I am saying 
and the next second your mind is across 
the waters.”’ 

“Onward, Christian Soldier’ was next 
Bung, after which Dr. Hawthorne led in 
prayer. 

Mr. Moody took his text from John iii, 
8: “Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God.” He said: 

“There is no portion of the word of Ged, 
_ perhaps, with which we are more familiar 
I suppose that if I 
were to ask those in any audience if they 
believed that Jesus Christ taught the doc- 
trine of the new birth, nine-tenths of 
them would say that they did. 

“Now, if the words of the text are true, 
they embody the most solemn question 
that can come before us. We can afford 
to be deceived about many things rather 
than this one thing. This doctrine of the 
new birth is the foundation of cur fopes 
for the world to come, the A B C of the 
Christian religion. My experience las been 
this—that if a man is unsound on this 
doctrine, he will be unsound on almost 
every other fundamental doctrine of the 
Bible. A true understanding of this sub- 
ject will help a man to solve a thousand 
difficulties that he may meet with in the 
word of God. 

“I think it is scarcely necessary for me 
to prove that we need to be born again be- 
fore we are to meet for the kingdom of 
God. I venture to say that there is no 
tandid man but who would say that he is 
not fit for the kingdom of God until he is 
born of another spirit. The Bible teaches. 
up that man by nature is lost and guilty, 
and our experience confirms this. We 
know, also, that the best and holiest man, 
If hé turns away from God, will very soon 
fall into sin. 

“Now, let me say what regeneration is 
not. It is not going to church. Very often

“This is a very mysterious thing. When 
you ask me to reason it out, I tell you 
trankly I cannot do it. ‘The wind bloweth 
thereof, but canst not tell whence it 
that is born of the spirit.’ I do not under- 
stand everything about the wind. It may 
blow due north here, and a hundred miles 
awy due south, but I cannot explain it 
and do not say that there is no such thing 
as the wind. 

*““You might just as well tell me that 
there is flo such thing as the wind as to 
tel] me that there is no such a thing as a 
man being born of the spirit. I have felt 
the spirit of God working in my _ heart, 
just as really and truly as I have felt the 
wind blowing in my face. There are a 
great many things that I cannot under- 
stand and cannot reason out and yet that 


I believe. And I cannot help believing in 
the regeneration of man, when I see men 
who have been reclaimed and when I see 
men who'have been reformed. Have not 
some of the wery worst men been regener- 
ated—been picked up out of the pit—and 
had their feet set upon a rock and a new 
song put in their mouths? Their tongues 
were cursing and blaspheming; now they 
are occupied in praising God. Old things 
have passed away and all things have be- 
come new. They are not reformed only, 
but regenerated—new men in Christ Jésus. 

“Down there in the dark alleys of one of 
our cities is a poor drunkard. -I think if 


‘you want to get near to hell you should 


go to a poor drunkard’s home. “See the 
want and distress that reigns there. Fut 
hark! A footstep is heard at the door, and 
the children run and hide themselves. The 
patient wife waits to meet the man, He 
comes in and says to her: ‘I have been to 
the meeting and heard there that if I will 
1 can be converted. I believe that God is 
able to save me.’ Go down to that house 
again in a few weeks, and what a change! 
As you approach you hear some one sing- 
ing. It is not the song of the reveler, 
but the strains of that good old hymn, 
‘Rock of Ages.’ The children are no long- 
er afraid of the man, but cluster about 
his knee. His wife is near him, her face 
lt up with a happy glow. Is that not a 
picture of regeneration? What men want 
is the power to overcome temptation—the 
power to lead a new life. 

“The only.way to get into the kingdom of 
God is to be born into it. Now, had not 
God a right to make a law that all those 
who become heirs of eternal life must be 
born into the kingdom? 

“An unregenerated man would rather 
be in hell than in heaven. Take a man 
whose heart is full of corruption and 
wickedness and place him in heaven among 
idé pure, the holy and redeemed; and he 
would not want to stay there. Certainly, 
if we are to be happy in heaven we must 
begin to make heaven on earth. If men 
were taken to heaven just as they are on 
earth by nature, without having their 
hearts regenerated, there would be another 
rebellion in heaven. Heaven is filled with 
a company of those who have been born 
again. 

Services will be held every evening at8 
o'clock. Beginning at 7:30 o'clock, a song 
service will be held, lasting for thirty min- 
utes.

[ see in one tent an Israelitish mother 
bending over the form of a beloved boy 
just coming into the bloom of “life, just 
coming into manhood. The mother’s heéeart- 
Strings are torn and bleeding. All at once 
she hears a noise in the camp. A great 
shout goes up. What does it mean? She goes 
to the door of the tent. ‘““‘What is the noise 
of the camp?” she asks. And some one says: 
“Why, God has instructed Meses to make 
a brazen serpent and to put it on a pole 
in the middie of the camp; and he has de- 
clared that whosoever looks upon it shall 
live.”” The mother goes back into the tent. 
She puts her strong arms und# her’ boy 
and lifts him up. at last he catches a 
glimpse of the glistening serpent; and lo, 
he is well! And thus it is with many a 
young convert. Some men say: “Oh, we do 
not believe in sudden conversions.’’ How 
long did it take to;cure that boy? How 
long did it take t@ cure those serpent- 
bitten Israelites? It was just a look, and 
they were well.

I said I 
wanted to read him a conversation that 
Christ had with a man who was anxious 
about his soul, I turned to the third chap- 
ter of John. Hig eyes were riveted on me, 
and when I came to the l4th and 15th verse 
he stopped me and told me to read it 
again, and I did so. He leant his elbows on 
the cot, and clasping his hands together, 
said: “That’s good, won't you read it 
again?’’ I read it the third time and then 
went on with the rest of the chapter. When 
I had finished his eyes were closed, his 
hands were folded and there was a smile 
on his face. Oh, how it was lit up. What 
a change had come over it! I saw his lips 
quivering, and leaning over him, I heard 
in a faint whisper, “As Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness even so must the 
son of man be lifted up; that whoscever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but have 
eternal life.” He opened his eyes and said: 
‘That’s enough; don’t read any more.”

CHRISTIAN LIFE NECESSITIES 


‘Talked Ably on the Three Important 
Things. 


HAD A VAST AUDIENCE TO HEAR HER 


Mrs. Howe Held the Attention of Her 
Hearers from Start to Finish. 
Mrs. Fairfield’Last Night. 


Oné of the ablest and most famous wo- 
men in America occupied an Atlanta pul- 
pit yesterday morning. 

Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, famed fhe coun- 
try over as a writer and thinker, preached 
at the Unitarian church at the ll o’clock 
service. She hada congregation that was 
limited only by the capacity of the church. 

The subject of her interesting talk was 
‘fhe Three Necessities of the Christian 
Life,”” amd she handled the subject in an 
able and thoughful manner. 

Text—"I am come that they might have 
life and that they might have it more 
abundantly.’’ 

“The magnitude of this subject will 
oblige me to confine what I shall say of it 
in wery definite limits. I shall speak of 
the power of religion in the life under 
three heads, viz: Gratitude, contrition and 
hope. The first and simplest of religions 
acts is that of thanksgiving. As God Him- 
self accepted the creation when it was ac- 
complished, and saw that all things were 
good, so should we, in taking account of 
what we may be called upon to do and to 
suffer, begin with this act of recognition 
and thankfully accept at God’s hands the 
gift of this world. And this brings to my 
mind the ancient Egyptian and Greek 
sculptors in which the act of worship is 
represented by a picture which stands with 
wings extended as if to receive the good 
things asked for. In approaching the 
Father of Spirits let us hold out these 
open hands to signify that we receive all 
from Him. I feel a gladness when on Sun- 
day I open the heavy door of the church 
and hear the boom of the organ, and a 
little later the first phrases of the pastor’s 
prayer. This sudden life of exhilaration 
which I experience comes from the gener- 
al thanksgiving, and the sense it gives me 
tnat sO many of my fellow saints and 
sinners are glad in the Lord. The great 
good of gratitude appears to me in the 
story of the New Testament of the ten lep- 
ers who prayed to Christ for deliverance, 
and were cleansed by His divine power. 
Nine of them seemed to have taken this 
great boon in a very prosaic manner, and 
with no acknowledgment of _ the benefit 
conferred. But the tenth was himself 
cnanged from an outcast to a member of 
society. And so in a transport of joy he 
fell at the Master’s feet, and with a loud 
cry gave glory to God. e 

The Quality of Contrition. 

“T have set the word contrition seccnd 
in the list of which I mean to speak of 
today. Contrition is a distinct experience 
from gratitude, and must be considered by 
itself. 

“While a great sin is the greatest of mis- 
fortunes, a great sin may be the greatest 
of gifts. Two anecdotes in the New Testa- 
ment show this—those which narrate tha 
repentence of Mary Magdelene and that of 
the apostle, Peter. The most painful thing 
in contrition is the feeling which forces 
itself upon us that we not only could, but, 
also, should have done much better than 
we have. In the moment of wrong-doing 
we gave ourselves up and said ‘We can't 
help it,’ but when our soul holds its own 
court of judgment this plea does not avail 
us. We had the power to do or not t6 do. 
I think here of a distinction too often over- 
looked, that between happiness and pleas- 
Indeed many people today entirely 
confound the two, and act and think as if 
happiness and pleasure were identical. It 
should be easy to show that they are not, 
since the pursuit of one often leads away 
from the other, 

“Of hope, Paul says faith is the sub- 
stance of things hoped for, and the evi- 
dence of things not seen. 

ope of the Natural Man. 

‘We hope in following the divine will in 
what we undertake; hope for human na- 
ture whose best impulses can only be 
reached by those who believe in them; 
hope for the good which divine providence 
is able to shape out of all evils; hope of a: 
conscious inclusion in the order of the 
eternal inspection. The hope inspired by 
religion may have in it much that is de- 
lusive. It may lead us to expect great 
deliverances and signal triumphs.” 

Mrs. Howe spoke for sometime to a 
large congregation. She closed with these 
words: “I have only been able to build 
before you as well or ill as I know it 
the way to the heavenly city. This has 
led through gratitude for what we have 
received, through contrition for what we 
nave not done to the hope of what we 
may yet accomplish—yet receive. <And 
this way of trite experience has led us to 
..@ beginning and end of our hope—the 
coming of Christ's kingdom on earth and 
our great joy in being allowed to work in 
st.”

“Who were there? Foue soldiers who 
had charge of the execution. Soldiers are 
not generally tender-hearted. I would not 
discount them, for in the history of every 
nation there have been times when they 
were necessary. But it will be a blessed 
thing indeed and a token of joy when the 
bugle blast is no longer heard and the art 
of war has been forgotten by the nations 
forever. 

“The multitudes about the cross are 
easily divided into two general classes— 
scoffers and believers. Unbelievers are al- 
most universally scoffers. The bulk of 
mankind, careless of religious things, eat 
and sleep and are satistied. How many 
Christians even fail to meditate on religious 
truth. How different from Luther, who 
said: “This day is to be a very busy one 
for me. I cannot do without seven hours 
of private prayer.’ 

“‘About.the sixth hour darkness came over 
the earth. It was not an eclipse which 
cannot oecur at the time of full moon, but 
a supernatural darkness which carried ter- 
ror to the hearts of the people and many 
believed on Him then. The centurion said:

Food Adulterations. 


It would doubtless prove to be an in- 
teresting and fruitful inquiry to investigate 
the subject of adulterations of food pro- 
ducts, drugs and medicines in the states 
of the south. In several of the northern 
and western states stringent food inspec- 
tion laws have been found expedient, and 
they have been in operation long enough 
for the results to prove the wisdom of 
their enactment. In the ninth annual re- 
port of the Ohio dairy and food commis- 
sioner it is stated that “in some lines 
of goods more than three-fourths of the 
articles placed upon the market were in 
some way violations of the laws of the 
state.’’ The commissioner says in another 
place: “There were 1% prosecutions in the 
two previous years of my administration; 
a this year the number has increased 
to 719. The number of samples taken, 
upon which these prosecutions were based, 
Was nearly 1,400." And in another place: 
“The percentage of adulterated articles 
has been very iarge, reaching 68 per cent 
this year,” and again: “In our work dur-

Tomorrow morning the Putnam Phalanx, 
the oldest military organization in America 
und the foremost of that famof&s group 
comprised of the old Guard of New York, 
the Worcester, Mass., Continentals, An- 
cients and Honorables, of Boston, and 
Amoskeag Veterans of New Hampshire, 
are scheduled to arrive in this city one 
hundred strong and accompanied by 150 
guests. They arrive at 7 o’clock. The vis- 
iting battalion will be the especial guests 
of the Gate City Guard while in Atlanta. 
They will be royally entertained, and will 
take in the exposition while here. 

The uniform of the Phalanx is strictly 
and purely continental. The chapeau is 
patterned after that worn by Napoleon 
and General Washington. The waistcoat 
is wholly buff or continental yellow, open 
nearly to the waist, in which opening is 
inserted the continental ruffle, as worn by 
General Washington, the buttons being 
plain gold. The coat is blue, trimmed with 


buff or continental yellow, with gold but- 
tons. Knee breeches of black velvet, black 
stockings and boots with yellow tops, mak- 
ing one of the most showy and striking 
uniforms seen at the present age, and 


’ wnen in line upon parade, with its cele- 


brated drum and fife corps in red uniform, 
playing the old continental martial music, 
reminds one of the early history and.strug- 
gles of our forefathers for the independence 
of the naticn., 

une Phalanx is the oldest and most pop- 
ular .military organigation in America. 
Nearly all of its members are Free Masons, 
and a majority of them are Knights Temp- 
lars, thirty-second degree Masons and 
Mystic Shriners.

General Israel Putnam, from whom th: 
Putnam Phalanx derives its name, was a 
farmer fn the eastern part of Connecticut, 
having moved there from Massachusetts 
in his early days. Early in life he distin- 
guished himself among his neighbors by 
the daring act of pursuing a dangerous 
she wolf into her den, where he succeeded 
in conquering her, a story familiar to every 
American schoolboy. 

At the time of the French war he again 
aistinguished himself for his bravery, was 
captured by the Indians, but was released 
by a French officer. His love for the mili- 
tary and his desire to protect his family 
and neighbors from the assaults of the In- 
dians, led him to the early conception of 
a neighborhood military organization. This 
nrimitive organization for the common 
neighborhood defense was at the time styled 
the Putnam Phalanx. The exact date of 
the organization or the details of the same 
are entirely unknown. History has been 
devoted to General Putnam individually, 
and sheds no light upon this organization. 
The date of this first organization is sup- 
posed to be about 1765. 

Putnam’s zeal was so great for the de- 
fense of his country, that upon hearing of 
the need of his assistance at Bunker Hill, 
he dropped the reins on the back of his 
horses, left them and his plow in the field 
where he was at work, and immediately 
started for Bunker Hill. 

‘ne organization or re-organization of 
the present battalion dates from August 
9, 1858, and was perfected at Hartford at 
that time. Its perfection was hurried and 
completed for the immediate purpose of 
welcoming home Colonel Thomas H. Sey- 
mour, a distinguished fellow townsman, 
known as the “hero of Chepultepec,” in 
the war with Mexico, and who had repre- 
sented the United States as minister to 
the Russian court, with marked ability, 
promotive of the greatest international 
relations to the mutual advantage of both 
countries. The organization at the time 
was made up of 153 persons representing 
the best citizens and various professions 
of the city of Hartford and the state of 
Connecticut. The battalion at the present 
time numbers upwards of 300 members, 
which is made up of representatives of all 
portions of the state, and quite a few from 
other states of the union, there being at 
the present time, two members of the bat- 
talion resident at Atlanta. 

The Phalagx party left Hartford, Conn., 
Saturday afternoon at 4:15 o’clock in a 
special train of eight cars. It arrived in 
Luray at 7:30 o’clock Sunday morning and 
remained there until 1 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon, when it passed on to Roanoke, 
where supper was eaten. The journey was 
then continued to Chattanooga, the party 
arriving there early Monday morning and 
remained there until midnight. On the re- 
turn trip Richmond and Washington will 
be visited. The ‘“Puts,’’ as they are 
familiarly known in New England, will re- 
main in Atlanta until Thursday afternoon,

Something About the Officers. 

Major Bickford was born in Vermont 
in 1845, and having completed his studies, 
removed to Hartford and began the prac- 
tice of medicine in 1875. Major Bickford 
Served three years in the late war. He 
arose to a position of prominence in his 
profession at an early date, which posi- 
tion he has maintained and kept until the 
present time. He has been connected with 
the Phalanx for a number of years, and 
Was the unanimous choice as major at its 
last annual election. He is a man of 
Soldierly bearing, and is well liked by 
every member of his battalion. Major 
Bickford is a Knight Templar, thirty-sec- 
ond degree Mason and Mystic Shriner. 

Captain H. B. Philbrick, chief of staff, 
is a prominent builder in the city of Hart- 
ford, having contracted for and built some 
of the largest and most conspicuous build- 
ings in that city. He is an old soldier, 
and was appointed chief of staff of the 
Phalanx under Major Blanchard, to which 
position he has been appointed continually 
from that time onward. He has represent- 
ed the city of Hartford in both branches 
of the court of common council, and has 
aiways been an honored citizen of that 
city. Captain Philbrick is also a Knight 
‘templar, thirty-second degree Mason and 
a Mystic Shriner. 

Captains Gassett and Clarke. 

Captain Gassett is captain of the second 
company of the battalion. He is a manu- 
facturer of felt and straw hats in the city 
Of Hartford, in which business he has 
Deen engaged at the same place for the 
jast thirty years, and has always been a 
successful business man. He has been 
identified with the Putnam Phalanx for 
many years, having attained the position 
as captain of the second company from 
tnat of private, having filled every other 
position between the two. He is popular 
with the battalion,*and exceedingly vopu- 
lar with his company. He has held the 
office of captain for a number of years, 
and his company will insist upon his elec- 
tion to that position until he is removed 
tnerefrom by promotion, 

Captain Clarke is the historian of the 
battalion. He was born in New Hampshire 
in 1851, but came to Hartford in early 
childhood. He is a graduate of the law 
department of Yale college, and by pro- 
lession and practice a lawyer, being one 
of the most popular and extensive practi- 
tioners ef the country. He is exceedingly 
popular with the battalion and with the 
community at large, and is known all over 
as “‘Sid’’ Clarke. In politics he is an are 
agent democrat, and an old “campaigner.” 
He is a Knight Templar, thirty-second dee 
gree Mason and a Shriner. He has held 
Various minor political offices, and is at 
present a member of the board of educa- 
tion, to which office he has been elected by 
the people successively for fourteen years. 
Captain Clarke and his wife will be pres- 
ent with the battalion as one of the major’s 
staff. ; 

Captain Shedd is the commander of the 
first company. Hie has been a life-long 
resident of Hartford, and is the junior 
member of the firm of Webb & Shedd, 
car men. He has been a member of the 
Phalanx for twenty-one years, and Is one 
of its most popular members. He has been 
once elected major commandant of the bat- 
talion, but refused to accept the office, 
preferring to remain in command of the 
first company. Captain Shedd is also a 
Knight Templar, thirty-second degree Ma- 
son and a Mystic Shriner. 


WILL BE TRIED TODAY. 


RHEINSTROM WILL BE CARRIED 
BEFORE A JUSTICE. 


He Employs Counsel and Prepares To 
Make a Game Defense—His Wife 
and Children Here. 


Joseph Rheinstrom, the insurance man 
who was arrested in Los Angeles, Cal., on 
a warrant sworn out by Mr. Harry Silver- 
man, is still confined in a cell at the station 


house, 

His wife and her two little ohildren 
spent the night last night at the Kimball. 
This morning she will seek cheaper lodging 
and will remain in Atlanta until the charges 
against her husband are heard. 

The arrest of Rheinstrom was accomplish- 
ed in the California city by Officer R. C. 
Powell. The officer left more than three 
weeks ago with a warrnt charging Rhein- 
strom with larceny after trust. The in- 
surance man has many friends in Los 
Angeles, and is highly connected. He is 
a very prominent Hebrew and is well 
thought of by those who know him. Of- 
ficer Powell was detained two weeks in 
Los Angeles on account of three writs of 
habeas corpus, which were taken out by 
the friends of Rheinstrom. Every effort 
was miade to baffle the officer, but last 
Thursday he secured his prisoner and be- 
gan the trip to Atlanta. 

In charge of Powell Rheinstrom reached 
Atlanta Satufday night, and was placed 
in a cell at the station house. Yesterday 
morning Rheinstrom employed counsel and 
will fieht the charges to the last. The 
warrant is based upon the disappearance 
of a diamond ring, which Mr. Silverman 
says Rheinstrom carried away with him. 
Rheinstrom emphatically denies the charge 
and says he will be able to prove that he 
is innocent. The ring is valued at $250, 
Mr. Silverman alleges, and claims that it 
was borrowed some time ago, but never 
returned. 

Rheinstrom is well-known in Atlanta. 
For quite awhile he has been associated 
with the Bankers’ Alliance of California 
as a special agent with Mr. Moore. The 
firm had offices in Temple Court and 
transacted a large amount of business. 
Heretofore Rheinstrom has borne a good 
reputation in the city and was supposed 
to be a straightforward insurance man. 

Rheinstrom has employed Glenn & Roun- 
tree to represent him, and his bond wil] 
probably be made this morning.

HE TRAVELED’ INCOGNITO 


Says That the Interest in the South Is 
Awaking and Great Créwds Are 
on Their Way to the Show. 


With a fresh, vigorous smile and a health- 

ful, happy glow President Charles A. Col- 
lier has returned after a stay of ten days 
in the north and will be at his desk again 
this morning.

Since the opening of the exposition Prcs- 
ident Collicr has not been entirely well. 
The rvsh of work and the worry of multi- 
tudinous details have harassed him no 
little. Mr. Collier’s trip to New York was 
not made with any idea of rectiperation 
but that purpose was served and he comes 
back stronger and better. 

As the then unknown president of the 
exposition Mr. Cvollier had an opportunity 
of tapping the public feeiing in regard to 
the show and from his observation there 
is burning and manifest enthusiasm 
throughout the whole rorth. It was his 
desire to separate himself entirely from 
exposition work and worry and for that 
réason he did not make himself known and 
kept his comings and goings as quict as 
possible, 

“The feeling in New York,” said Mr. 
Collier in regard to the exposition, “from 
what I can observe has undergone a rad- 
ical charge recently. 1 was much grati- 
fied at the result of the recent meeting 
there when Mayor Strong and other promi- 
nent men gathered to make arrangemenis 
for Manhattan day. This awakening 
augurs much good for the exposition and 
I think that thousands will be here about 
that time. 

“IT hope that it will be possible for the 
Seventh regiment of New York to come. 
This is one of the strongest organizations 
in the north and I hope that it can be in- 
duced to come. I think there is much 
rivalry between different sections as to 
the show they will make at the fair. Chi- 
cago is preparing to storm the south, Her 
people are coming by the thousands and 
the enthusiasm in that city~ has spread 
throughout the whole state. 

‘“T saw that Mr. Straus, at the meeting 
in New York the other day, read the pro- 
gramme of Chicago day. This opened the 
eyes of the. New Yorkers and they are 
making preparations to eclipse Chicago. 

“The specials days will be big features 
at the exposition. Ohio day proimses a 
big crowd from that section, Our own 
people are also beginning to come and I 
look for Georgia day to be the greatest of 
the fair.

: | Both Are Very. Important and Make 
 —ss«s«s«SBS weeping Charges. 

ONE CHANGES THE FEE SYSTEM 
The Other Puts the Jail in Charge of 


the County Commiszion—Grand 
Jury Recommends Them. 


Two bills introduced by Mr. C. I. Branan 
and bearing on very important matters in 
Fulton county are in the committee and this 
afternoon a committee from the grand jury 
of Fulton county will go before the legisla- 
tive committee and urge that both be given 


a favorable passage. 

The bills refer to the salaries of Fulton’s 
officials and the management of the jail. 
‘As the salaries now stand the county offi- 
clals receive fees. It is the intention of this 
bill to place the officials on a salary. The 
deputies in ‘the various offices are to be 
paid out of the general fund and the official 
js to receive 25 per cent of the net profit 
of the office. 

It is calculated by Mr. Branan that the 
wo bills together will inaugurate an eco- 
nomical conduct of affairs for Fulton and 
that not less than $40,000 will be saved the 
first year. 

The bill on salaries gives the officials the 
following amounts: Clerk of the superior 
court, $3,500; ordinary, $3,000; high sheriff, 
$3,000; tax collector, $2,500; tax receiver, 
$2,000; county treasurer, $2,000; solicitor of 
the city criminal court, $2,000; coroner, 
$1,000; four court stenographers, $1,000 each; 
auditor, $1,800. 

All these officers, with the exception of 
the county treasurer and the auditor, will 
receive 25 per cent of the net profits of 
the office. An elaborate system of check- 
ing has been arranged and everything will 
be thoroughly systematic. The sub-officers 
and all expenses of office will be paid out 

_of the general fund and will have nothing 
'to do with salaries. 
_ The bill does not go into effect, if it is 
passed, until 1897. 
Regarding Jail Management. 

The bill regarding the jail management 
puts the running of the jail into the hands 
of the county commissioners. It is to be 
left with the county commission as to 
who shall have charge of the jail as jailers 
and who shall be deputy jailers. The guards 
are to be selected by the jailers and ap- 
‘proved by the county commission. 

This bill thas received the indorsement 
of the grand jury, as has the bill relating 
to salaries. 


A Talk with Mr. Branan. 

Mr. C. I. Branan, who is one of Fulton’s 
Tepresentatives, says of his bill on salaries: 

“There is one point I want to make clear. 
In my bill is distinctly stated that the 
officers are to be dependent upon their 
office money for salary and if the office 
‘fails to pay the amount of the salary the 
‘officer is to-.receive he simply loses it. 

“As to the bill putting the jail in the 
‘control of the county commission, it will 
‘Save the county almost enough in two 
‘years to buy a new jail. The sheriff was 
paid in 1894 the sum of $10,000 for feeding the 
‘prisoners and besides this he received 
$5,000 for the United States prisoners. I 
find that in Muscogee and Chatham coun- 
ities it costs only about 10 cents per dav 
‘for prisoners and that the revenue from the 
‘United States prisoners almost runs the jail. 
‘Then the commissioners would have charge 
of the jailers and that would eliminate any 
6uggestion of politics.’’

' easily outranked al! fairs which have been 


and will be for half a century to come, 
Yet what the south has done at Atlanta 
is marvelous.”
